In 1 999 McNeal joined the 
staff of Shelton State's Wellness 
Center under the direction of Milady 
Murphy. Recognizing the potential 
of McNeal, who is now the strength 
and conditioning coach for Shelton's 
basketball team, Murphy and Shelton 
President Rick Rogers realized that 
McNeal would be an asset in the 
classroom. Today he also teaches 
classes at Shelton in exercise and 
personal health. 

It didn't take long for McNeal

ENROLLMENT 

SHOWS LARGE 
INCREASE 



Summer enrollment at 
Shelton State shows a large increase 
even though the final figures are not 
yet complete. The current number 
enrolled at Shelton State Community 
College this summer is 3,503 
students, a 22.5% increase over the 
2,860 students who attended Shelton 
last summer. With many additional 
courses to be offered during the 
second summer term, the 
administration expects the final 
summer enrollment figures to exceed 
4600 students. This dramatic rise 
follows an I 1 .75% enrollment 
increase for the spring 200 1 

semester. 

The credit hour production is 

up even more. Credit hour 
production is up 32% from summer 
2000. Current credit hour 
production for summer at Shelton 
State is 24,882 semester hours. 
Credit hour production for the same 
time last summer was 1 8,79 1 hours. 

"We are extremely exerted 
over the large summer enrollment. 
We are seeing significant increases 
and growth not only in many of our 
basic academic courses, such as 
English, math, and science, but in our 
technical programs as well," said 
Shelton President Rick Rogers. 

"There are many reasons for 
this increase," Rogers said. "We have 
set up a variety of scheduling changes 
for the summer. Our schedule is 
more flexible, and more classes are 
offered at different times. We also 
have a close working relationship with 
The University of Alabama, which is a 
great benefit to our students." 



"We believe Shelton is 
becoming an even more 'user friendly 
college.' Students may now register 
by telephone, and enrollment in our 
online biology course has doubled this 
summer. We also have a new policy 
where students who are on 
scholarship at Shelton can begin 
taking courses this summer rather 
than waiting for fell semester. We 
have also changed and improved our 
marketing efforts, Rogers said. 

"Our faculty and staff have 
been tremendous," Rogers said. 
"Although we have improved many 
of our procedures, I believe the 
major reason for this large increase 
is that we have a wonderful faculty 
and staff. 

Many students attending 
Shelton are from the West Alabama 
area. Records show that of last year's 
high school graduates who enrolled at 
Shelton State the great majority were 
from Tuscaloosa County. Central 
High School East, Tuscaloosa County 
High School, and Hillcrest High 
School were the three largest feeder 
schools to Shelton State. Many 
students from Hale, Bibb, Pickens, and 
Greene counties also attended 
Shelton State during 2000-200 1 .
